Dozen Victims ef Fire In a 


Waterworks Crib 


CASE TO BE INVESTIGATED 


gome of the Victims Were Burned to 


Death, Some Were Drowned and 
Others Were Suflfac«tted—Disaster 


i Occurred Iu Cleveland Harbor 


Cleveland. Aug. 15.—Five men were 


burned to death, four were drowned, 
three, and possibly four, were suffo- 
cated, and several injured as'the result 
of a fire which destroyed a temporary 
water-works crib, two 
miles off the 


Cleveland harbor, yesterday. 


Twenty-six men obeyed the order of 


Manager Van Deusen when the flames 
broke out, and took refuge iu the water 
on floating pieces of wreckage. 
Four 


of them lost their hold and sank just as 
help reached their comrades. 


The crew of the tug JT. H. Sprankle 


heard the fire whistle blown from the 
crib, and raoed to the scene from the 
harbor. 
She picked up 18 of the sur- 


vivors. 


Van Deusen and three of his men 


were hanging in the water from a 
2-inch line suspended from the crib. 
Just as the line was burnin? away 
above the men's heads, a yawl boat 
from the barge Wilhelm, manned by 
two men, dashed into the veil of heat 
nnd smoke that enveloped the crib and 
rescued the four men on the rope, at the 
risk of the boatmen's lives. 
The men 


picked up iu the water were brought 
to the city on the tug Spraukle. They 
were naked, exhausted and badly 
burned. 
Many of them were cut by 


falling timbers. 


The crib is a total loss. 
It was a 


frame building 200 by 50 feet, the sides 
sheathed with iron. 
It contained val- 


uable machinery. It is now a charred, 
shapeless mass of wreckage, 
and 


mingled with the blackened timbers 
are twisted pieces of plates of Iron and 
steel. 


The crib and machinery were the 


property of Shailer & Schninglau, con- 
tractors. 
Their loss will exceed $200,- 


000. 


Fire and harbor tugs reached the 


crib soon after the flames broke out, 
but the structure was beyond saving. 
The tugs circled around the burning 
crib, picking up men fron: tbe water 
and playing heavy streams upon the 
•flames. 
After an hour's work the fire- 


men obtained a foothold on the crib 
above the roaring furnace and fought 
every inch, and finally'got the fire under 
control. 


Efforts were made to reach the men 


Imprisoned in the tunnel, whose air 
supply had apparently been shut off 
by the breaking of the compressed air 
machinery, but the iron work at the 
mouth of the shaft was red hot and 
water thrown on it turned into steam. 


Finally, after a deluge of water had 


been thrown on the shaft entrance, ••! 
voice was heard from the bottom, call- 
ing for help. 
A line was quickly 


dropped and the man at the bottom was 
pulled to the surface. 
In quick suc- 


cession seven others were brought up. 
They reported two others lying uncon- 
scious on the bottom. A volunteer was 
lowered, and they were brought up. 
Three men are lying dead Iu the tn-mel 
too far from the shaft to be reached. 


The fire was due to an overheated 


boiler smokestack. 
The boiler explod- 


ed soon after the flames broke out. The 
tunnel, which has been under course of 
construction for several years past, and 
is still far from complete, has been thp 
cause of the loss of more than 30 lives. 


Mayor .Johnson expressed great in- 


dignation when he learned that no boats 
or life preservers wirre provided as a ' 
safety measure by the contractors at i 
the crib. 
He declared that the casb 


would receive tho closest investigation 
and those found guilty of criminal ne- 
glect iu tho matter would be prosecuted 
to the full extent of the law. . 


Late yesterday afternoon Plummer 


Jones, an employe of the tunnel con- 
tractors, and one of a party of rescuei a 
who descended into the shaft to look for 
the missing men, was overcome by gas 
and expired within a few minutes. His 
body lies in the tunnel, 75 feet from 
the bottom of the shaft, and is covered 
with watjer. 
The life line attached to 


the body became fouled, and -could not 
be pulled out. 
David TColly, another 


member of the rescuing party, was over- 
come i)y gas, and is ic a precarious con- 
dition.

In a toilet room in the house occupied 
by another Italian who put him to bed. 
As time paused De Faro seemed to be 
getting worse, and when he became un- 
conscious a doctor was called. Finding 
that Dei Faro's skull was fractured, the 
doctor notified the police. 


When the officer arrived they found 


Mary A. JIcQuiggan, Eaffaelo Salari 
and his wife, Bridget, In the house, all 
badly intoxicated. 
They 
-were ar- 


rested. 
It appeared 
from the frag- 


mentary information that they were all 
drinking together in De Faro's rooms 
In the basement of the building when a 
row arose between two men visitors 
over a woman who was then present, 
but who had left the house before the 
police arrived. 


De Faro, wishing to avoid a dis- 


turbance in his rooms, 
ordered tho 


whole party out and had succeeded in 
getting them into the yard when tho 
male visitors turned on him and began 
to beat him with a club. The police 
at once began searching for the alleged 
assailant of De Faro and the woman 
over whom the quarrel arose.

others are held as witnesses.

Give them special instances to fire 
their ambition, detailed accounts of suc- 
cess. Then impress upon them the fact 
that in every case the successful and 
happy man found happiness in. himself.

GODS FOR PLAYTHINGS. 


The) Strange BlgnlflcMce of Dolts] 


Among th* Mogul Indian*. 


It is a curious feature of the religion of 


the Moqui Indians, the "snake dsncew" ct 
New Mexico, that dining one of their 
famous dances dolls representing kat- 
cinas or gods are distributed to all the 
village children. In the Penhody museum 
Bt Harvard university theie is a collec- 
tion of nearly 100 of thjjfe grotesque 
idols which were once the playthings of 
children, but now form nn exhibit of 
peculiar interest to the student of eth- 
nology. 
* 


The dolh, although they appear to be 


of all soils and sues, arc nevertheless 
shaped and painted according to an un- 
varying rule applicable to that particular 
one of the 60 or 70 katcinas which each 
is intended to represent.' On them are 
depicted a great variety of arbitrary signs 
Sndicatina, for example, the lightning or 
tho thundercloud or the hail or the rain 
storm or some nuiinal. 
Often the rain- 


bow is carved over their heads, and many 
of them bear a curious headdress in ths 
form of a thin tablet of wood, which is 
cut in an archaic but symmetrical pat- 
tern of much elaboration and ornamented 
with eagles' and owls' feathers. 


Most of the special symbolism is to be 


looked for in the earring and making of 
the masked heads, while the bodies be- 
long to more or less general types. Some- 
tunes they are paiutotl on both sides alike 
and sometimes differently. Some of them 
are naked and some of them wear blan- 
keis or the dance kilts. Most of them 
vary in height from six inches to a foot 
and a half. 
But there are several in 


the Harvard collection which are nearer 
four feet. One of these latter is a com- 
posite figure, one doll bearing aauther 
on its head, with a third above the 
second. 


Not only does the religion of the Moqui 


appear iu the univsisal masking of the 
dolls, hut also in the selection of the tree 
from which they are made, the cotton- 
wood beinsr sacred since it grows along 
the water courses, the most precious pos- 
session of the Indians. 
The dolls are 


carved from the root, which is very light 
and so soft that it may be cut with the 
greatest ease. The dolls are now whit- 
tled out with jackknives, but in the old 
days before the white man came stone 
knives were used, and even now the 
smoothing and polishing of the dolls is 
maiuiy done with a piece of sandstone. 
Oa account of their religions significance 
they are treated more respectfully than 
most dolls, and doubtless the little- Moqui 
girl would often be glad of a less solemn 
toy for her plaything.

BIB REDUCTION IN COST 


OF Y. M. G. A, 6YMNASIUM 


Bidt Opened and Contract To Bo Let 


Friday Night 


Only a technicality prevented the 


awarding of the contract for building 
the new T. M. C. A. gymnasium last 
night. Bids were opened on the re- 
vised plans for the building, and the 
special business meeting of the asso- 
ciation called for the purpose was 
about to authorize the building eotnt- 
oilttea to a\vard the contract, when 
the point was raised that the meeting 
had not been formally called. On this 
account formal action was put off tin 
tomorrow evening, when a regularly 
called meeting wttj be held and the 
contract awarded. 


When bids on the first plans were 


opened eom* time ago they ranged 
from U6.000 to 520,000, much more than 
the association was in a position to 
pay. There were two bidders last 
night, Whitney brothers and H. C. 
Wood & Co. The latter \vere the low- 
est bidders, their bid being $8,914. 
while the bid of Whitney brothers was 
$10,100. The plans" have been revised 
by Lapointe & Bond, and the lowest 
bid last night is believed to be quite 
satisfactory, so that there will be no 
further delay after tomorrow night. 


As will be seen by the big reduction 


In the amount of the bids, over $7000, 
there have been, a number of changes 
made in the plans which were first 
presented. The size of the gymnasium 
floor will remain the same, about 40 by 
75 feet, but the height is reduced two 
feet to 18 feet. The building under 
the present plans will not' come quite 
out to the street line on Morris street 
The physical directors room will be In 
the basement instead of on the first 
floor, but the baths, and bowling al- 
leys will remain about as before. 


The bids named do not include the 


Plumbing, etc., which will be let in a 
separate contract. It is believed that 
the building can be put up in three 
months, so that it will be equipped 
for use by the first o f the year or 
earlier.

There is still about 
$1500 to be 


raised on the $25,000 wanted, but work 
•will go ahead at once without refer- 
ence to this, which will t>& raised 
later. 


BAD FIRE IN BAKE SHOP 


w. J. McNeills's Shop Gutted 


Flames. Loss About $3000 


by 


The rear of W. J. McNeill's bakery in 


the Angell block on Eagle street was 
badly gutted by fire at an early hour 
this morning, involving a loss to 
building and contents which is esti- 
mated at jabout $3000, although on 
account of the nature of th« damage 
it was hard to estimate at once. The 
loss is fully insured. 


The origin of the fire is unknown, 
it started in a small room in the rear 
of the building at the side of the big 
oven, and opening from the main bake 
shop. Shortly after 3 o'clock Mr. Mc- 
NeiU, whose tenement is above the 
bakery, was awakened by the sound 
of smashing glass, and at once smell- 
ed smoke. He jumped up and discov- 
ered the fire. Rushing to the rooms of 
hos 2 company, the rear of whose 
building is only a few feet from the 
rear of the bakery, he found that the 
firemen had been aroused by the same 
noise and were Just starting out. 


A general alarm was turned in, and 


the 
eneire 
department 
responded 


promptly. The blaze gave the firemen 
an hour's hard fight, but they were 
successful in saving a large amount of 
valuable property from 
destruction, 


confining the blase very closely to the 
rear of the frame building. 


The -work of the department was ex 


cellent, and won deserved praise from 
all who investigated the location of 
the fire, 


The rear of the building was badly 


burned, the flames going through the 
second floor and the roof The loss to 
the building Is estimated 
at 
about 


$1500, insured through the Alford 
agency. 


The loss to Mr, 
McNeiU Includes 


stock and fixtures. In the second floor 
over the rear of the bake shop was a 
store room containing all the crockery 
used for catering, of which there was 
a large stock There were also several 
valuable candy machines which are 
used In the winter. AH of these vere 
damaged, although the extent of the 
injury could not be told today.. Con- 
siderable stock in the room where the 
blaze started and about half of the 
bread and other things cooked last 
night were toasted.

•The beautiful bankiva was act always 
the deadly bird it is nowadays. Neither 
did it always live in the forest and jungle 
and show itself to mea for tlieir destruc- 
tion.

No one 
ever hurt it or refused it food. This was 
because they were fond of the bird and 
also because it was the favorite of tha 
Lord of the Winds.

They swept toward the old 
man, 
wbo, still singing, extended his 


arms to them. Then the stranger rose 
into air, and the birds, - opening their 
wings, followed him. Over tiie houses 
and fields they flew, filling the earth and 
heavens with their voices and at last 
were lost to sight in tbe distant moun- 
tains.

To every house the 
kankiva may come, and to many It has 
come. The curse of tha Lord of Winds 
will ncvor die so long as the bird lives ia 
the forests of Luzon.—New York Even-

Russian Finance tflnliter May Be 
Gnest of ]?ew York BncineM lien. 
Prominent business men of New York 


city are said to be interested in an In- 
vitation to be extended to Serge Ynle- 
wich de Witte, the Russian minister 
of finance, to visit the tkiited States.

He cannot be 
tbe guest of the government. Such a 
thing is not contemplated. He will be 
the guest of the business men of this 
city and as such will be shown all the 
courtesies possible and given all tbe 
opportunities for coming in touch with 
the Industrial interests of the country. 
There will be a fcanquet In bis honor."

Inventor Hopes to Win the fZO.OOO 


Pollock Prize.

in the wreck of the Bourgogne on July

The raft which Mr. Borgfelt controls 


Is made of floats and bags of rope net- 
ting, which can be rolled into the size 
of an ordinary ship's boat and slung 
to support in the same way, says the 
New York Evening World. 
When 


needed, it only requires the cutting of 
a rope to cause it to unroll and float 
alongside the vessel. There It is held 
by a rope ladder as wide as the raft, 
down which 15 persons may scramble 
abreast. Instead of tossing like a boat 
It merely rises and falls with the ac- 
tion of the heaviest waves. 


The main purpose of the device Is to 


afford a safe method of loading boats. 
By lowering the boats empty they can 
be easily filled from this floating land- 
ing stage.

Roy Thayer, 12 years old, was shot 


through flhe abdomen this jnornin.r, 
and is now lying at the hospital in a.

Thayer and two other boys, 
Frank 


White, 13, and Arthur Yon, 9, were 
alone in 
the tenement in Thayer's 


blook on Center street where young 
Thayer hves with Ms father and moth- 
er an older brother Bert, in some wav 
they got hold of Bert's 32 calibre re- 
volver and v/eie playing with it. 


At the time the shooting occurred 


th« revolver was in the White boy's 
hands. 
There were four empty cart- 


ridges 
in the revolver and only 
one 


'leaded. 


On realizing 
what had 
happened 


Yon rushed out of the house to find 
a doctor and after notifying Medical 
Examiner O, J. Brown, disappeared. 
Dr. 
Broavn found the wounded bov 


alone and gave him what immediate 
relief he could. 


In the meantime Officer 
Wyman 


heard of the shooting and started in 
pursuit of 
White who had run up 


Union street. The officer jumped into 
Dr. Migna-ult's carriage 
which hap- 


pened to 
be passing and caught the 


fugitive just above the first bridge in 
the Union. 


He was immediately taken 
to the 


police station in spWe of his protesta- 
tions that he did not do the shoot- 
ing. He claims that Thayer shot him- 
self but was held for a full investi- 
gation of the cage. 


Officer Whipple who 
reached 
the 


scene soon after the doctor's arrival 
sent in an ambulance ca'l and ThavfiT 
was removed *o the hospital. After the 
first shock, the boy became quite self- 
possessed. While waiting for the ambu 
lence, he was asked by one of the 
neighbors if there was anything he 
•wanted, and replied that he would like 
something to eat. A glass of milk awd 
some cookies were brought 
but he 


did not have time to eat them, as 
the ambulence appeared ^oon after. 


City Solicitor Ashe called at the hos- 


pital this morning to gst Thaye^'s de- 
position. 'The boy stated that White 
shot him, but accidentally. He himself 
had first taken the revolver out of the 
drawer and on failing in his attempt 
to open it, had returned it. White was 
not satisfied, and taking the revolver 
out of the drawer again pointed it as 
he supposed into the air arid pulled 
the trigger. 
Then 
young Thayer 


dropped, and the other boys, seeing 
that their companion was hurt ran 
out of the house. 


None of the neighbors knew of the 


shooting until they saw the doctor go 
into the Thayer tenement. As soon as 
it was discovered what had happened 
some one was dispatched to the print 
works where Bert Thayer works and 
Bert started out to find his father, 
who is a paper hanger and was em- 
ployed on a job in Houghtonville. Mis. 
Thayer 13 out of town, having gone to 
visit friends at Spruce corners. She 
left Roy in charge of the house, and 
he has been doing the cooking and 
housework for his father and brother 
in her absence, she has been notified 
of the sad event and will be in the city 
as soon as possible.
